“He is risen; he is not here,” Mark 16:6. 
Jesus Was Moved by Tears (John 20:15) 


It is significant that the first thing about which Jesus 
was concerned after the resurrection was the tears of 
Mary, Jesus was a man of sorrow and acquainted with 
grief. One who has known much sorrow can best comfort 
the sorrowing. Needless to say, He quickly turned her 
sorrow into joy, just as He will yours when you bow to 
hear His voice. 

Jesus Was Concerned About the Disciples (John 20:17) 

Knowing of the disturbed minds of the disciples, He 
sent Mary to them, telling them of His whereabouts. It 





does not please Jesus for our hearts and minds to be dis- 
turbed. He wants us to know where He is—realize His 
abiding presence—and His victory over the forces of evil 
that disturb us. 

Jesus Destroyed Fears (John 20:19) 

In the midst of their fears, Jesus appeared and said, 
“Peace be unto you.” No fears can dominate or influence 
our lives if we will allow Him to use our minds to con- 
quer them with His peace. 

He Offered Proof of His Person (John 20:20) 

Christ always makes full proof of Himself in the 
hearts and lives of men. 

Jesus Sent the First Missionaries (John 20:21) 

“As my Father hath sent me, even so send I you.” The 
thing of importance here is that they all went forth just 
as He had come from His Father. They moved at His 
word and acted upon it. Hence, they accomplished that 
whereunto they were sent. One can never accomplish the 
purpose of God unless he moves as instructed by Him. To 
be instructed by Him, one must learn to distinguish the 
voice of God among the many voices of the spirit world. 
Jesus Breathed on the Disciples (John 20:22) 

At this time He told them to receive the Holy Ghost— 
and gave them power to remit or retain the sins of the 
people (John 20:23). Jesus must have been very close to 
each disciple to have breathed on them. It was at this 
time of breathing on them that He told them to receive 
the Holy Ghost. 

Jesus Reproved Unbelief (John 20:29) 

Thomas, though he had walked with Christ, was slow 
to believe in the resurrection.

Jesus Proved His Infinite Knowledge (John 21:6)

where schools of men are waiting to be caught? He will 
certainly guide your net, as He is more anxious to save 
than we are. 

Jesus Served the Disciples (John 21:13) 

“Jesus then cometh, and taketh bread, and giveth 
them, and fish likewise.” This service to men continues 
to this day—and even greater—for in Him we live, and 
move and have our being, 

Jesus Desired Love (John 21:15-17) 

“So when they had dined, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, 

Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me more than these? 

. He saith to him again the second time, Simon, son 
of Jonas, lovest thou me? . He saith unto him the 
third time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me?” This 
question has not been quietened by the more than 1.900 
years that have elapsed since uttered.

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She Delayed Message 


URING THE NAPOLEONIC WARS, word of the 
SPyisities could not be sent by radio to the home- 

land, but each message had to be sent by relay 
over a system of semaphore stations. This slow method 
of receiving news of the outcome of battles was, natural- 
ly, straining on the nerves of those at home. 

When England’s great General Wellington finally en- 
gaged France’s famous Napoleon in battle, the English 
were more than commonly tense and anxious, for there 
was a grave possibility that the great warrior would go 
down in defeat before the forces of the daring Corsican. 
Throngs of Englishmen waited at the semaphore station 
nearest the English Channel, and waited day after day 
for some word of the war. Finally a ship drew near the 
English coast and signaled to the station that a message 
would follow. When all was ready, the semaphore flags 
on the ship began to rise and dip, as the message was 
carefully wigwagged to the shore. 

The first letter was “W” and the second “E.” The Eng- 
lishmen knew that the word would be the name of their 
general, and their hearts beat faster as their tension 
rose ever higher. After the letters W-E-L-L-I-N-G-T-O-N 
were completed, the flags continued with D-E-F-E-A-T- 
E-D ... and, dramatically, one of England’s famous fogs 
enshrouded the scene before another letter could be sig- 
naled. Terror gripped the men and women who waited. 
“Wellington defeated.” Their worst fears were confirmed; 
the “Little Corporal” had succeeded again, and those who 
knew it were sad. Hour after hour passed, and many of 
the despairing and discouraged men and women returned 
to their homes to spread their despair. Like a wet rag, 
gloom was in every English heart present that day. 

Then the fog began to clear away, and all were sur- 
prised to note that the ship was still waiting out at sea. 
The ship’s flags told the people that it would now com- 
plete the message, and slowly the letters were formed: 
T-H-E E-N-E-M-Y. That was all! There was the com- 
plete message: “Wellington defeated the enemy’—brief 
but victorious. Jubilation swept like a golden flood over 
the country. Half the message had brought gloom and 
despair, but the completed message changed despair into 
exultation and gloom into happiness. 


AND THAT IS WHAT HAPPENED when 
Christ was resurrected. His death had chilled every hope 
and every dream of His followers, and all their spirit was 
gone. For three days a shroud of grief clung to them like 
a loathsome garment, and joy had fled. Those who had 
fastened their hopes upon this Man had been smitten by 
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the tragedy of the crucifixion until even the prospect of 
life became a dreary thing. The despair which seized the 
apostles and disciples when Christ was killed is revealed 
in the four New Testament narratives of His life and 
death, but what had depressed them was only half the 
message. 

The second half of the message came when Christ arose 
from the dead, and it flooded with joy the hearts of those 
who had mourned His death. The complete message told 
of salvation for the sinner and eternal life for all who 
would believe. The first half of the message could bring 
no cheer and had no hope to proffer; but the last half 
of the message could never have come if it had not been 
for the first. So it is that the Christian message became 
the CRUCIFIXION and the RESURRECTION. If you can- 
not believe and receive the second half, the first half 
makes you “of all men most miserable.” We must accept 
the completed message of redemption. 

Paul did not preach Christ crucified and ignore the 
resurrection, but his testimony was that “Christ must 
needs have suffered, and risen again from the dead; and 
that this Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is Christ,” Acts 
17:3. That is the completed message: Christ was cruci- 
fied—but He was raised again! That last part brings hope. 
but we can have the last part only through the sorrow of 
the first; and we shall be saddened by the first, if we do 
not wait for the last. Jesus died—BUT HE LIVES! 


OUR CHRISTIAN EXPERIENCE cannot be a 
completed message until this lest part is added, for the 
living may be filled with such frustrations and perplexi- 
ties and defeats that the message of life may seem one of 
sadness. But wait! The message of a Christian’s life is 
never completed in this life—it must wait until our hour 
of personal triumph, when we can stand in Him as mas- 
ters of death and the grave. If the message of our lives 
should end with our cessation of mortal life, then where 
would be our hope and whence would come our rejoic- 
ing? Do not despair until you have read the completed 
message. 

In Psalm 73 we read of David’s moment of gloom. Life 
had seemed unfair, and a godly life had no reward; sin- 
ners were by all means better off in life than he. In his 
elevating testimony, he admitted that he was chilled by 
the record of life—until! Until he went into the sanctu- 
ary of the Lord! Something happened there in the sanc- 
tuary, for David tells us that he saw the end—the end of 
his own life and the end of the wicked’s life. What he 
saw cheered him, for he became a changed man, a happy 
man, a hopeful man. He read the last part of the mes- 
sage. It is never half the message that brings rejoicing, 
but only its completion. 

We may pine and misunderstand when we stand at the 
deathbed of a loved one, but we are only beginning to 
read the message of eternal hope. That dread character 
of Death is necessary—he must be there—we could never 
do without Death, for, you see, he is the huge black serv- 
ant who alone is able to swing open the gate that opens 
into our heavenly estate. Death is not our enemy, really, 
but our friend. 

Learn to wait. Don’t read the first few gloomy pages of 
your life and turn away in despair and defeat; don’t al- 
low damp clouds, which hang about you, to penetrate in- 
to your soul! Remember Easter! Its rejoicing lay in an 
understanding of the completed story, and those who ac- 
cepted only half the story and thought it was the whole 
message had no joy.

are just and righteous for everyone. These judg- 
ments occur at a particular time and place. They are out- 
ward and visible, not spiritual or invisible. These judg- 
ments are eternal. These are the seven judgments taught 
by the Scriptures, which have been given to us by “holy” 
men of God as they were moved upon by the Holy Ghost. 


1. THE JUDGMENT OF THE SINNER 


WHEN JESUS CHRIST died on the cross at 
Calvary on the basis of His perfect work, judgment was 
pronounced upon all men who reject the perfect sacri- 
fice for sin. In John 3:14-19, 36, Jesus says, “And as Mo- 
ses lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, even so must 
the Son of man be lifted up: That whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have eternal life. For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent not His Son into the world 
to condemn the world; but that the world through him 
might be saved. He that believeth on him is not con- 
demned: but he that believeth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God. And this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their deeds were evil. He that 
believeth on the Son hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see life, but the wrath of 
God abideth on him.” 

The sinner has but one opportunity to accept Jesus 
Christ. That opportunity is right now! TODAY—this very 
minute! You do not have a promise of a tomorrow—yes- 
terday is gone. “To day if ye will hear my voice, harden 
not your hearts,” saith the Lord. “For Christ is not en- 
tered into the holy places made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true; but into heaven itself, now to ap- 
pear in the presence of God for us: Nor yet that he 
should offer himself often, as the high priest entereth 
into the holy place every year with blood of others; For 
then must he often have suffered since the foundation of 
the world: but now once in the end of the world hath he 
appeared to put away sin by the sacrifice of himself. And 
as it is appointed unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment: So Christ was once offered to bear the 
sins of many; and unto them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time without sin unto salvation,” He- 
brews 9:24-28. Dear reader, if you are a sinner, do noth- 
ing else until you accept Jesus Christ as your personal 
Saviour from sin. You do not have another promise of 
opportunity to accept Jesus Christ. LATER will be too 
LATE. Accept HIM NOW!

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2. JUDGMENT OF THE BELIEVER HIMSELF 


THIS JUDGMENT DEALS with each of us 
who is a son of God according to each believer’s work, in 
the light during this earthly life as a pilgrim on his 
journey homeward to his heavenly Father. God’s chas- 
tisement or approval will be determined upon each of us 
according to our obedience to God and His Word in this 
life. “For if we would judge ourselves, we should not be 
judged. But when we are judged, we are chastened of 
the Lord, that we should not be condemned with the 
world,” 1 Corinthians 11:31, 32. In the Master’s great ser- 
mon on the mount, He said, “Judge not, that ye be not 
judged. For with what judgment ye judge, ye shall be 
judged: and with what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured to you again,” Matthew 7:1, 2. Whatever judg- 
ment you pronounce upon anyone, whether sinner or 
saint, friend or enemy, God will hold you responsible for 
that judgment, and He will judge you as you judged the 
other person. There are people in the world today (sin- 
ner and saint) who like to establish a “self-ego-mined” 
yardstick for everyone else to live by. Listen to me right 
now, whatsoever rule you set up for others, God will judge 
and hold you to it. You are not God’s judge, but you 
should be His humble servant. Listen to what the Scrip- 
tures say. Romans 14:13, 14, “Let us not therefore judge 
one another any more: but judge this rather, that no 
man put a stumblingblock or an occasion to fall in his 
brother’s way. I know, and am persuaded by the Lord Je- 
sus, that there is nothing unclean of itself: but to him 
that esteemeth anything to be unclean, to HIM it is un- 
clean.” I am not trying to be hard on anyone, but, with 
tears in my eyes, I am trying to help each of you to get 
closer to the Lord. I am trying to help each of you to be 
a better Christian. Isn’t that exactly what you are striv- 
ing for? Good, let each of us, therefore, become better 
Christians by first becoming better judges of ourselves. 
An old Pennsylvania Dutch proverb goes like this, “The 
car to watch is the car behind the car in front of you.” 
Likewise, let’s keep our eyes on the person behind the one 
in front of us. 

3. THE JUDGMENT OF BELIEVER’S WORKS 


DURING THE GREAT tribulation of seven 
years, or between the rapture and the second coming of 
Jesus Christ, all believers in Christ will be judged in heav- 
en for all works both good and bad. Romans 14:10 says, 
“But why dost thou judge thy brother? or why dost thou 
set at nought thy brother?” “For we must all appear be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ; that every one may re- 
ceive the things done in his body, according to that ne® 
hath done, whether it be good or bad,” 2 Corinthians 
5:10. Each believer will be judged on the following: (1)

Doctrines—Romans 2:14-16. (2) Conduct to others—Mat- 
thew 18; Romans 14. (3) Carnal habits—Colossians 3; 
Romans 1 and 2; 8:1-13; 14:1-23. (4) Works—Matthew 
12:32-37; Romans 14. (5). Things that affect others, such 
as slander, quarrels, idle words, foolishness, joking, debts, 
broken promises, wrong dealings, etc—Romans 1:29-32; 
1 Corinthians 6:9-11; Galatians 5:19-21; Colossians 3; 
Ephesians 4:1-32; 5:1-33; Romans 12:1-21; 14:1-23. (6) 
We will be judged for the things that affect. ourselves, 
wasted talents and opportunities, loose living; lack of 
Spirituality and power with God—Romans 2:14-16; He- 
brews 2:1-4; Galatians 5:1-26; 6:1-10; Colossians 3. (7) 
There will be judgment for refusal to walk in the light of 
the gospel, for failure to yield to the Spirit, and such like 
—1l1 Corinthians 12; Romans 12; Ephesians 4:1-32; 5:1-33. 

Did you read these scriptures? Don’t you feel like you 
need a closer walk with God? Don’t you feel your short- 
comings? Don’t you feel like you need to pray and seek 
God more? I do! Our works will determine our rewards or 
loss of rewards in heaven. Our works do not determine 
our soul’s destiny. Our faith determines our soul’s salva- 
tion. 


4. THE JUDGMENT OF ISRAEL 


IF YOU WILL READ Ezekiel 20:33-44, you 
will see that God has future judgment for the Jews. In 
Daniel 9:24 we read this, “Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon the holy city, to finish the 
transgression, and to make’ an end of siris, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring in everlasting 
righteousness, and to seal up the vision and prophecy, and» 
to anoint the most Holy.” The seventieth week, which ‘is 


the great tribulation week of seven years, is yet: to come.,.¢% 


The nation of Israel rejected their Messiah when He 
came; therefore, God will bring great tribulation upon the 
vicinities of Palestine, Edon, and Moab for the purpose 
of converting the nation of Israel at the second coming: 
of Christ. For a more detailed coverage of this great day 
of judgment, read the following scriptures: Zechariah 
12:4-15; 13:1; 14:1-21; Daniel 11:40-45; Isaiah 16:1-5; 
Ezekiel 20:33-44; Hosea 2:14-17; Matthew 24:15-31; Rev- 
elation 12; Ezekiel 22:19-22; Jeremiah 30:3-11; ‘Isaiah 
66:7, 8; Matthew 23:37-39. 


5. THE JUDGMENT OF THE NATIONS 


ACCORDING to Matthew 25:31-46, at the 
revelation of Jesus Christ before the millennium in Pal- 
estine, the Gentile nations will be judged for their treat- 
ment of the Jews. Some of these nations will be saved to 
go into the millennium, while other nations will be de- 
stroyed. A close study of Matthew 25:34-46; Zechariah 
14; Isaiah 53; Joel 3; and Revelation 20:11-15 will re- 
veal the truth of this judgment. 


6. THE JUDGMENT OF FALLEN ANGELS 


AFTER the millennium in heaven, for the 
sins they committed the fallen angels will be judged and 
cast into the lake of fire forever. Read 2 Peter 2:4; Jude 
6, 7; Revelation 20:7-15; Ephesians 6:12; Mark 8:28; 
Luke 8:31. 


7. THE GREAT WHITE THRONE JUDGMENT 
IN Revelation 20:11-15 we read, “And I saw’ 
a great white throne, and him that sat on it, from whose 


face the earth and the heaven fled away; and there was 
found no place for them. And I saw the dead, small and 
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great, stand before God; and the books were opened: and 
another book was opened which is the book of life: and 
the dead were judged out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to their works. And the 
“sea gave up the dead which were in it; and death and 
hell delivered up the dead which were in them: and they 
were judged every man according to their works. And 
death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death. And whosoever was not found written in 
the book of life was cast into the lake of fire.” 

John, the writer of Revelation, saw the vision of this 
great white throne judgment while he was on the isle of 
Patmos for the testimony which he had for the Lord Je- 
sus Christ. According to the order in which John saw 
these great judgments, this will take place after the 
millennium and the last revolt of Satan. According to 
Acts 17:31; Romans 3:6; Revelation 20:11-15, the wicked 
men of all ages will be judged at this judgment. The fall- 
en angels that sinned and are bound in Tartarus will be 
judged at this judgment, according to 2 Peter 2:4; Jude 
6, 7. 

If anyone’s name is not found written in the book of 
life, he will be cast into the lake of fire to be punished 
for ever and ever. 

Is your name written in the book of life? Have you 
been washed in the blood of the Lamb? “If we confess 
our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from ALL unrighteousness,” 1 John

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le Should Christians Celebrate Easter? 


(In these days when the Christian holy days are made tools of commercialism 


and pride, should Christians continue their observance?)

“He is not here, but is risen: remember how he spake 
unto you when he was yet in Galilee, saying, The Son of 
man.must be delivered into the hands of sinful men, and 
be crucified, and the third day rise again,” Luke 24:6, 7. 


UCH CONFUSION has been stirred up in recent 
Vy f ec about some of the so-called “Christian 

festivals,” specifically Christmas and Easter. The 
chief objections seem to be: money is spent needlessly 
and selfishly; they are pagan in origin and God forbids 
the keeping of pagan rites. 

It will be my purpose at this time to deal with Easter 
only, trying to answer the objections and to settle any 
questions that may have arisen in our minds concerning 
it. This article is written because I believe we are honest 
seekers after truth and that we will follow it unfaltering- 
ly when we find it. 

FILTHY LUCRE 

I remember reading about a Christian worker who was 
dealing with an agnostic who kept giving him fact after 
fact about God. All the while he was arguing against the 
existence of God. Finally, the Christian said, “Brother, 
you know too much about your unknowable God.” I think 
that applies in this situation I want to discuss. We handle 
too much of this “filthy lucre” by our mental processes. 
We may never pass much of it through our hands, but we 
keep our brain cluttered up with thoughts of faultfind- 
ing about it. Why bother about what the world spends 
money for? 

The world may celebrate Easter with new hats, dresses, 
suits—attire of all kinds—why not? They know God’s 
people have a blessed day and they are only borrowing it 
and then applying it in the only way they can under- 
stand. The devil has always been a great imitator. Every 
time Christians find something good he copies from it, 
then dresses it up for the world so they won’t think they 
are missing something. He knows he might lose some of 
his followers if they think that Christians have some 
good things they don’t have. Remember, worthless things 
are never counterfeited! The world would spend their 
money on dress if we had no Christian Easter! 

It is always easy to endorse that which hits someone 
else and is far removed from us and our present circum- 
stances, so we can say “Amen” while we talk about the 
world, but let us see how we feel when we speak about 
money spent by Christians for Easter. 

Desiring to be fair, I will admit that some may spend 
an excessive amount of money on clothes and thus be 
filled with pride. Granted that pride is an abomination 
in the sight of God—but hold just a moment! Pride is 
pride and one kind is just as bad as another in the 
sight of God. What about the church member who is 
filled with pride because he isn’t worldly?—proved by the 
fact that he smugly doesn’t have on one new thing for 
Easter. You can be proud of poverty or riches—in old or 
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new clothing. Pride is not an outward condition but an 
inward one. 

Unless you live in a land where seasons do not change, 
you do change your winter attire for summer clothing in 
the spring. Now this is what I am trying to say—securing 
some new clothes is normal and natural at that season 
of the year. We have permitted the devil to clutter up our 
minds with criticizing thoughts about money—money as 
an end in itself instead of a means to an end. 

Summarizing the answer to the first objection—I 
would say that the world is selfish and will spend money, 
Easter or no Easter. So that is no reason to put a ban on 
Easter. Some church members may be proud, but that 
does not nullify the fact that Christ is a risen Saviour 
and that we have a right to worship Him as such! 

PAGAN RITE 

The Venerable Bede, English historian of the eighth 
century, says that the word “Easter” comes from a Norse 
word meaning “festival of spring.” In earliest times this 
festival was held on March 21, to commemorate the res- 
urrection of nature after the winter. 

Greek and Latin myths portrayed a goddess returning 
from the dark underground regions to the light of day 
and bringing with her light, warmth, and new life to the 
earth. 

Rabbits are a symbol of fecundity, so they were used by 
the pagan people in this festival to express their hope of a 
fruitful year and a plenteous harvest. Colored eggs were 
used to represent the rays of light from the returning 
sun and from the northern lights. Those pagan customs 
have found a place in the celebration of Easter. Maybe 
you think we should discard them—maybe we should, but 
discarding them would not affect our Christian Easter. 
The customs are not Easter: colored eggs or no colored 
eggs, rabbits or no rabbits, Christ still lives, and that is 
the message of Easter! 

So there was a pagan festival in the spring called Eas- 
ter, and we have borrowed its name and applied it to our 
great day kept in memory of the resurrection. Why was 
that name adopted? I am not sure, for it is not a Bible 
term. The word “Easter” appears just once in the Bible, 
Acts 12:4, and it seems to refer to the Jewish Passover, 
not the Christian Easter. Perhaps the name was adopted 
because the crucifixion and resurrection took place dur- 
ing the Jewish Passover, or Easter, as it seems to have 
been called at least once. 

The importance of the day is not in the name; it would 
still be as wonderful by any other name. If the name 
cannot add to the day, then by the same reasoning it can- 
not subtract from it, either. So I doubt that the name 
hurts anything, even if it be pagan. 


POWER OF GOD 
All of our gospel hinges on the resurrection of Christ.

Man stands in awe as he 
learns of this tremendous source of energy which is 
placed at his disposal by a loving Creator. 

While learned men, who are mechanically and scien- 
tifically minded, continue to delve into the natural se- 
crets of the universe, harnessing the natural electricity 
for the benefit of the human race, those who are spir- 
itually minded are also investigating the possibilities of 
exercising a greater spiritual power. The development of 
both natural and spiritual power depends upon the de- 
gree of knowledge acquired which pertains to one or the 
other. As men are learning these facts, and acquiring 
knowledge, they may justly be accused of making mis- 
takes, but nothing worth-while has ever been accom- 
plished without an effort being put forth, and about all 
the critic ever accomplishes is to make a spectacle of 
himself in the eyes of intelligent men. 


Jesus said, “But ye shall receive power, after that the - 


Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me... unto the uttermost part of the earth,” Acts 
1:8. Jesus taught that He, and the Father, would abide 
in believers, through the presence and Person of the Holy 
Ghost. John 14:20, 23; 17:22, 23. Paul, thrilled with this 
marvelous message and revelation of divine truth, de- 
clared in his epistle to the church at Corinth, “Know ye 
not that ye are the temple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you?” 1 Corinthians 3:16. God has cho- 
sen to demonstrate His power through every phase of 
His creation, and He desires to use believers as chan- 
nels, also. It is entirely probable that when the Holy 
Spirit demonstrates His power through emotional hu- 
man beings, that there may be some manifestations to 
which the natural, carnal man would object. It has been 
so in every time of spiritual revival since the days of the 
Early Church. Man, with his natural intellect, could not 
comprehend the full significance of Christ’s teachings 
and ministry upon the earth. With the passing of cen- 
turies and the increase of man’s knowledge, he is still 
prone to depend too. strongly upon his human under- 
standing when trying to analyze God’s purpose in the 
operation of the Holy Ghost. However, to those who are 
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spiritually minded and open to the teaching of the Word 
and the Spirit, the witness of the Spirit assures them 
that God is directing and doing all things well. 

David, the king of Israel, singing of God’s power and 
strength, uttered these beautiful, inspiring words, “God 
is my strength and power: and he maketh my way per- 
fect,” 2 Samuel 22:33. He also declared, “The Spirit of the 
Lord spake by me, and his word was in my tongue,” 2 
Samuel 23:2. David’s song is indicative of the intimate 
association which he experienced in fellowship with his 
Lord. This ought to be, and could be, the normal experi- 
ence of every believer: “God is my strength and power.” 
God is love, God is a spirit, God is power and has set in 
motion, or action, unlimited resources of divine energy 
for the purpose of bringi:.g spiritual light into a sin- 
darkened world. He has created the natural electricity 
for man to harness for the purpose of dispelling the na- 
tural darkness, and man has taken advantage of it. Our 
God has also sent Jesus, the Light of the world, to deliver 
humanity from spiritual darkness and ignorance and di- 
rect them into the light and reality of His righteousness, 
grace, love, salvation, and fellowship. 


CHRIST HAS commissioned His followers to 
go into all of the world and witness unto all men, reveal- 
ing Christ in His love, His compassion, His righteousness, 
His power, and His truth. We cannot properly represent 
Him to humanity unless we conduct ourselves as He 
would in our place. Jesus, knowing that this would be an 
absolute impossibility to man in his carnal state, prom- 
ised Himself to abide in His followers and work through 
them and with them by the power of His Holy Spirit. 
Thus, when Satan’s power is destroyed and souls are de- 
livered from the oppression of the devil, it is the power of 
Christ working, or acting, through men. Man has mere- 
ly touched the fringe of God’s power, and although the 
greatest miracle of all is the salvation of the soul, God’s 
power, in action, will and does bring complete deliver- 
ance to the whole man—body, soul, and spirit. Christ, 
the perfect Man and Son of God, has provided adequate 
divine energy, if appropriated, to transform the carnal, 
fleshly nature of man into a spiritual being like unto 
Christ Himself. Thus, we would conclude that we do not 
fully qualify to reveal Christ to sinful men until we have, 
ourselves, been transformed by the indwelling power of 
the Holy Ghost, into the likeness of Christ. It is possible 
to be like Christ in this present corruptible body, be- 
cause John, under inspiration, taught, “Beloved, now are 
we the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be: but we know that, when he shall appear, we 
shall be like him; for we shall see him as he is,” 1 John 
3:2. Therefore, the Holy Ghost-possessed Christian is a 
spiritual child of God and Christ will live through him, 
speak through him, think through him, minister through 
him and accomplish the purpose of God through him. 
Paul, grasping the significance of our life in Christ, hum- 
bly testified to his own personal experience and his words 
are recorded in Galatians 2:20. 

So, in reality, Christian believers are the channels, the 
conduit, or power line through which the Spirit of God, 
as a living, divine power and fire, flows to accomplish 
the will of God. This power can flow, unobstructed and 
unhindered, only when our connection to heaven re- 
mains intact. Satan provides numerous interruptions 
and hindrances to defeat God’s purpose and frustrate the 
plans of spiritual men. It becomes our duty, as ministers 
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of the gospel, to acquaint ourselves with these devices of 
the devil and his forces and to fortify ourselves against 
them all. In so doing, the power of God shall experience 
an uninterrupted flow through our lives and successfully 
promote the work of reconciling the world unto God. In 
this manner shall our Lord destroy the kingdoms of 
Satan and bring peace and good will to the earth. 


BETWEEN THE NATURAL electricity and 
the spiritual power of God, we have discovered interest- 
ing similarities. 

There are different frequencies, representing various 
degrees of power, in the spiritual realm as well as in the 
natural. God is on the highest frequency of all and the 
closer we draw to Him the more of His power we have 
demonstrated through our lives. Those within whose 
lives the love of God has been perfected have reached 
the highest frequency attainable in this life. Criticism 
and censoring, whether just or unjust, have been omitted 
from their daily walk with God. Their high and noble 
ideals of life in Christ leave no room for trivial bicker- 
ings and faultfinding. They have learned, through a per- 
sonal experience in Christ, that “charity thinketh no 
evil.” Perfect congeniality is enjoyed by all who live on 
similar frequencies, or spiritual plains of life, whether it 
be in the home, in the church, or in the community. Mis- 
understandings often result because those who are dwell- 
ing on a lower frequency, where there is less power, can- 
not understand the actions of those who are dwelling on 
a higher plain with God. 

Insulators are used on the natural power lines to keep 
the power on the line and avoid the loss of electricity. 
God has provided the greatest insulator of all to insure a 
life of holiness, purity, and victory for His children, and 
that is the cleansing, purifying, sanctifying power in the 
precious blood of Jesus. It has power to sanctify the mind, 
the heart, the tongue, and the bank account, so that the 
entire man and all that he has is dedicated to God’s pur- 
pose. 

Every power line is protected against lightning, or 
wildfire, by lightning arresters. These are wires which 
extend above the line and run down into the ground. The 
believers, too, are insured against the destructive forces 
of wildfire by the Word. God’s Word not only directs the 
divine current in the proper channels, but protects us 
from foreign powers that would destroy the lines and 
ground the current. 

Transformers are used to carry the natural electricity 
to greater distances and they are called power stations. 
Through the facilities of these power stations, or trans- 
formers, families living in rural areas are privileged to 
enjoy rural electrification. God has power houses, also, 
and we call them churches. They are expected to func- 
tion as transformers and carry the divine energy into the 
outlying areas of human habitation. The churches ought 
to be charged with divine power and send their individual 
members, out to live and serve as witnesses of Christ. 

The degree of power that we possess, and manifest, 
through our churches and individual lives depends upon 
our powers of receptivity. These powers of receptivity are 
régulated by our faith in God, in His plan, and by our 
consecration to His service. A ten-watt bulb, or a one- 
thousand-watt bulb may be used in the same fixture. 
They have access to the same line and the same voltage, 
but what a difference in the light! My Christian brother,

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values. Things on which we thought we could de- 

pend a few years ago have no value today. Many 
other things we did not appreciate a few years ago have 
great value today. As we look at the religious world, we 
see a change, also. We are told that many past customs, 
practices, and doctrines are useless today and that some 
things we have held dear are out of date, but let us look 
at the text, 1 Thessalonians 5:21, “Prove all things; hold 
fast that which is good.” 

In himself man is not dependable. Look at his failures 
—broken promises and a ruined life today. Men whom I 
thought would never fail are back in sin, bringing dis- 
grace on holiness. Man is not dependable! Paul said, in 
Galatians 1:8, “But though we, or an angel from heav- 
en, preach any other gospel unto you than that which we 
have preached unto you, let him be accursed.” We can 
depend on angels only as they work in unity with the 
Word. Now we look at the spirits. Paul said, 2 Thessa- 
lonians 2:2, “That ye be not soon shaken in mind, or be 
troubled, neither by spirit, nor by word, nor by letter as 
from us, as that the day of Christ is at hand.” Some 
spirits are undependable. Today many are following signs 
and wonders, but look at 2 Thessalonians 2:9, “Even him, 
whose coming is after the working of Satan with all pow- 
er and signs and lying wonders.” Surely there are some 
things on which we can depend. The devil will and does 
have great power. He will deceive the very elect, if at all 
possible. Saints, I believe God’s Word will help us. 


te ODAY WE ARE LIVING in a time of changing 


FIRsT, we can depend on the Book, the 
Word of God. Matthew 24:35, “Heaven and earth shall 
pass away, but my words shall not pass away.” Let ev- 
erything else fail and pass away, yet we can depend on 
the Word. It has stood the test of the ages and it will 
carry us safely through. When I would be tried, and the 
enemy says it is all in vain, then I can look to the Word. 
It has been the stay of Christianity through the ages, 
and it is my hope today. 

Second, you can depend on God. Isaiah 45:22, “Look 
unto me, and be ye saved, all the ends of the earth: for 
I am God, and there is none else.” Isaiah 46:9, “Remem- 
ber the former things of old: for I am God, and there is 
none else; I am God, and there is none like me.”

Matthew 16:26, “For what is a man profited, if he shall 
gain the whole world, and lose his own soul? or what 
shall a man give in exchange for his soul?” 


N JULY 13, 1865, seven men left the warm security 
QC): their hotel at Zermatt, Switzerland, and began 
the long-anticipated event, the climb to the peak 
of the Matterhorn, 14,700 feet of glazed ice and treacher- 
ous ravines crusted with a dangerous veneer of snow—a 
monstrous challenge of ice, rock, and snow that was un- 
conquered by humans. The first night they camped at 
11,000 feet and reached the peak the next day at 1:40 
p.m. with the taste of victory weak on their lips for the 
seeming ease with which their purpose was accomplished. 
To all appearances, the gamble had paid off handsomely 
and the spoils of victory was theirs. It was during the 
process of the descent that the terrible toll was taken, 
when one of the party slipped on the icy face of a rock 
and crashed helplessly into the guide. Frantically seek- 
ing a life-saving hold upon the ice, they plunged into 
space to their death, 4,000 feet below. Before the human 
chain could be broken, two others were snatched from 
the face of the mountain to add to the tragedy. This 
party of brave men gambled seven lives against victory 
and paid the consequence in human destruction. 

On Labor Day, 1947, a daredevil rider drove his 1934 
Ford up a 25-foot ramp and hurtled into space for a dis- 
tance of 120 feet, over a passenger bus and twelve “catch- 
cars” that he missed by ten feet, plunging his car into 
the ground, where it crumpled like putty and sent him 
crashing against his safety belt. Rushed to the hospital 
and placed under immediate examination, the doctor 
gave this diagnosis and advice, “You have a very serious 
brain concussion with the brain partially ruptured. One 
more shock similar to this could cause instant death.” 
The next night and the ten following nights, he repeated 
his performance in a weakened and groggy condition 
that resulted in two more serious accidents. The first saw 
his car overturned with the seat pulled from its fasten- 
ings and he was left dangling in midair with his feet 
trapped in the wreckage and blood pouring from his nose 
and mouth. The second accident drove a broken gear 
shift lever, sharp and rusty, into his mouth two inches 
through his parted lips. A few inches higher or lower 
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would have brought instant death with the sharp spear 
penetrating his eye and entering the brain, or piercing 
the jugular vein. Why did this young man imperil his life 
in this death-defying way? For the thrill and wild ap- 
plause from the 1,500 bloodthirsty people who filled the 
cheap arena, waiting for slaughter and death expectant- 
ly, for the meager pittance of $50 per week! 


ON THE ROCKY COAST of Acapulco, Mexi- 
co, at the Hotel El Mirador, on a cliff overlooking the sea, 
the patrons sit within an open-air restaurant and bar— 
wealthy tourists who dine and drink while waiting for 
the nightly performance of El Sindicato de los Clavadis- 
tes de Acapulco, or the Divers Union of Acapulco. Sud- 
denly, a young men of twenty-four appears on the brink 
of the cove, waves his hand, receives his applause, and 
plunges into the wave-swept waters below, swimming the 
fourteen-foot cove to begin his upward climb of 150 feet 
to the “Broken Place.” His fingers probe into the cracks 
and crevices of the sheer wall of rock and his feet nim- 
bly find the familiar niches in the darkness as he as- 
cends to his diving platform like some human fly. At the 
“Broken Place,” he lights four gasoline torches that have 
been left there in preparation for the night’s event. This 
is a signal to the captain of the Union below, who passes 
his collection plate to receive the silver offering. When 
this amount reaches $11.60, the captain signals the 
young diver with his flashlight. The young man appeals 
to the virgin of Guadalupe, in whom he entrusts soul and 
body, graps the lighted torches in his hands, and plunges 
in a breath-taking dive to the narrow cove below that is 
only twelve feet deep at high tide. This completes 2,000 
dives he has made in his seven years with the Divers Un- 
ion, and he will receive, as his part of the night’s offer- 
ing, the pitiful sum of sixty cents in American currency. 
IT IS FOR THIS HE HAS GAMBLED WITH HIS LIFE IN 
THE INKY BLACKNESS OF NIGHT TO A HALF- 
DRUNKEN AUDIENCE! 

It is a common thing to read about, or observe from 
pictorial reviews, the daring ease with which a man 
walks a tightrope over the raging waters of a great riv- 
er that ends in a waterfall of dizzying heights, or of 
some other adventurer, secured in a wooden barrel, who

ODAY WE NEED that power in our lives, and we 

j must have that power if we are permitted to go 

when the Lord returns in mid-air. It will take real 

power with God to go in the rapture. In fact, it takes 

power to receive anything from God. John 1:12, “But as 

many as received him, to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God.” 

When our Lord died on the cross, He did not lose that 
power in His body. He told the disciples before His death 
that He would be crucified and three days later rise 
again. Even though they failed to believe His words, He 
arose just the same. Isn’t it wonderful to serve a God 
who is all powerful? Jesus not only arose from the grave, 
but He promised that we, too, should rise on the resurrec- 
tion morn, if we fall asleep before that great event. The 
dead shall rise first, after which the living saints shall go 
in the rapture. 

Elisha was a man who had great power with God. He 
did many wonderful miracles during his lifetime, and 
after he was dead there was still power in his body to 
raise a dead man. The Israelites were in battle with the 
Moabites, and while they were burying a man, they saw a 
band of men coming toward them. In fright they threw 
the corpse into the sepulchre of Elisha. When the body was 
let down and touched the bones of Elisha, the man re- 
vived, and stood up on his feet (2 Kings 12:20, 21). 

When Mary told those sorrowing disciples that the 
Lord had risen and she had talked with Him, they 
thought she had grieved over the death of her Master 
until her mind had become affected, but, thank God, 
Mary’s words were true when she announced the resur- 
rection of Christ. In a very short time the disciples 
learned that they were wrong and Mary Magdalene had 
spoken the truth. On that beautiful Sabbath, the first day 
of the week, the ten were having services behind closed 
doors for fear of the Jews. Christ visited that meeting 
without taking the time to open the bolted doors. When 
He appeared in their midst, He said to the disciples, 
“Peace be unto you.” Then He showed them His hands 
and His side. Don’t you imagine their hearts were thrilled 
to hear that familiar voice? One word from the Master 
caused all sorrow to leave their hearts. 

Young people, we are serving a God of power! In John 
11:25, He said to Martha, “I am the resurrection, and the

life: he that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live.” Again He said, in John 14:13, 14, “What- 
soever ye shall ask in my name, that will I do, that the 
Father may be glorified in the Son. If ye shall ask any- 
thing in my name, I will do it.” If our faith is steadfast 
in God, we have the right to expect answers to all our 
prayers. It is faith that brings the answer. “Whatsoever 
things ye desire, when ye pray believe that you receive it 
and ye shall have it,” Mark 11:24. The secret for receiv- 
ing answers to our prayers is to believe the Word of 
God.

RECENTLY I READ the testimony of a very 
noted preacher who had great success in praying for the 
sick.

When the preacher insisted that the parents bring the 
young man’s suit and other clothing, telling them that he 
was going to be restored to life and health, they only 
laughed at him. At last, after much persuasion, the par- 
ents did bring the boy’s clothes and laid them on the bed.

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EASTER

ble do we find the word “Eas- 

ter,” yet it is celebrated and re- 
garded as the greatest feast in the 
Christian Church, since it commem- 
orates the most important event in 
the life of Christ. 

In Acts 12:4 we find the word Eas- 
ter, but there seems to be no trace of 
Easter celebration in the New Testa- 
ment, though some would see an in- 
timation of it in 1 Corinthians 5:7. 
The Jewish Christians in the Early 
Church continued to celebrate the 
passover, regarding Christ as the true 
Paschal Lamb and this naturally 
passed over into a commemoration of 
the death and resurrection of our 
Lord, or an Easter feast. Differences 
arose as to the time of the Easter cele- 
bration, the Jewish Christians fixing 
it at the time of the Passover Feast, 
which was regulated by the paschal 
moon. Then to follow this reckoning, 
it began on the evening of the four- 
teenth day of the moon of the month 
of Nisan, without regard to the day 
of the week; while the Gentile Chris- 
tians identified it with the first day 
of the week, which is the Sunday of 
the resurrection, irrespective of the 
day of the month. This latter practice 
prevailed in the Church, but differ- 
ences arose as to the proper Sunday 
for the Easter celebration, which

caused long and bitter controversies. 
The rule was finally adopted, in the 
7th century, to celebrate Easter on the 
Sunday following the fourteenth day 
of the calendar moon, which comes on 
or after the vernal equinox, which was 
fixed for March 21. Some kept Easter 
as late as April 25. Hence, Easter var- 
ies as to what Sunday. 

The all-important fact is what we 
are celebrating and not when we are 
celebrating. The powers of hell appar- 
ently had triumphed in the death of 
the Son of God, but the chains of 
death could not him hold: His resur- 
rection was of God, because it had 
been foretold. The most triumphant 
day or occasion of all history, that 
gives us faith, liberty, victory, power, 
and blessings, is the day our Lord 
arose from the grave, fulfilling proph- 
ecy, leading captivity captive, and giv- 
ing gifts unto men. If people knew the 
exact day of His resurrection and the 
exact place, some would be prone to 
worship the day and place, not real- 
izing the reality of the resurrection 
and its effect upon individual soul 
and spirit. So it is the occasion which 
we celebrate in honor of Him who 
died, rose again, and now lives, that 
enables us to live victorious. He is the 
Christ of Calvary, the Christ of God, 
the. Christ of victory, the Christ tri- 
umphant.

God has provided sufficient power for us all to shine 
with great brilliance, but the manifestation of His power 
through us depends upon our vision and our consecration. 

Jesus said, “But ye shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me... unto the uttermost part of the earth.” “Have 
you received the Holy Ghost since you believed?” asked 
Paul of the brethren at Ephesus. Today, in this gospel- 
enlightened age, it is well to repeat that question to 
those believers with whom we come in contact. We have 
access to the same experience and subsequent power to- 
day as they had in the Early Church. 


FINALLY, GOD’S POWER can be transferred 
from one to another, just as a depleted battery can be re- 
charged. Today, as in the Early Church, God can and does 
transfer His power through Spirit-possessed believers, by 
the laying on of hands or by some other point of con- 
tact, to those who desire healing for their bodies, the 
baptism in the Holy Ghost, or some other spiritual bless- 
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ing. Those desiring something from God must possess an 
active, living faith in God, a faith made alive and de- 
pendent upon the Word and the Spirit, before they can 
realize the fulfillment of their desires. A dead battery 
cannot be charged up, a dead body cannot receive a 
shock from a live wire, and neither can one who possess- 
es a dead faith receive that which he desires from God. 
The life of God must flow through him in some degree at 
least, with a living faith in His promises, before a special 
anointing can be transferred to him. 

Paul, in his second epistle to his beloved son in the 
faith, Timothy, charged him with beseeching words of 
admonition, “Wherefore I put thee in remembrance that 
thou stir up the gift of God, which is in thee by the 
putting on of my hands,” 2 Timothy 1:6. Paul did not 
impart this spiritual gift, or supernatural endowment, to 
Timothy by his own will or power. This gift was impart- 
ed by God through Paul and by the laying on of his 
hands when Timothy was in a proper frame of mind and 
attitude to receive. So today God’s power ought to be in 
action in individuals, and through individuals, who are 
Spirit-filled and Spirit-possessed, for the purpose of pro- 
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moting the work of the Lord, witnessing of Jesus, teach- 
ing all nations, and bringing deliverance to those who 
are groping in gross darkness, led captive by the devil at 
his will. 

Church of God, and believers everywhere, let us awaken 
to our privileges in Christ and arouse ourselves to the 
needs that exist today. Our God is not only with us, but 
dwelling within us, by His Spirit and power, to take ac- 
tion against the existing powers of evil.

love and;wants us to express our love for Him. A person 
whose personality is such that he wishes to be told he is 
loved, must needs be touched by those who do so and 
really love him. One sure way to receive answered 
prayers is to sincerely love the Giver of the answers and 
tell Him so.

In following any person, it is necessary that one step 
directly into the steps of the person being followed. Thus, 
Jesus said, “Follow thou me.”

descends the waterfall the difficult way. Some, I am sure, 
can remember the pictures in newspapers of the father 
who walked out on the flagpole extending horizontally 
from the top of a skyscraper, with his young baby bal- 
anced precariously on the palm of his hand, then toss 
the child back and forth from one hand to the other as 
a juggler with rubber balls. Then, there is the gambling 
game of “Russian Roulette,” known to servicemen’s 
camps, where some daring fool places one cartridge in 
the chamber of his pistol, spins it a number of times and 
places it to his temple, pulling the trigger. If he is lucky, 
he picks up the bets and walks off; if not, another soul 
goes into eternity to meet God. 

“Oh,” you say, “there ought to be a law against such 
things as this in a civilized world!” Yes, I agree with 
you heartily, but WHY STOP THERE? What of the hun- 
dreds of average citizens who daily gamble their souls in 
the hands of the devil as the juggler who tosses balls 
from one hand to another? What of the many who con- 
coct the admixture of alcohol and gasoline and race down 
the broadways of America at perilous speeds and reckless 
abandon, gambling not only their lives, but those of in- 
nocent parties? What of the countless numbers who have 
been told of the consequence of sin in no uncertain 
words, yet isolate themselves and families from the fel- 
lowship of Christianity and deliberately flirt with the 
devil to satisfy the all-consuming lust of the flesh, lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life? What of those persons 
who glibly cover a desire for worldly things of sinful na- 
ture by refusing to accept the teachings of Christ con- 
cerning the power of His blood to remove all sin and 
stake their claims on the preaching of some hireling who 
advocates a sinning religion? What of those who were 
sincerely convicted of their sins and started at an old- 
fashioned altar of prayer, but refused to accept the per- 
son of the Holy Ghost, wrapping their immortal souls in 
a self-righteous cloak of prejudiced, traditional religion? 


SOMEONE SAYS THAT ALL of life is a gam- 
ble and we exist on that basis today. I join the apostle 
Paul in denying this emphatically! Paul said: “I am 
crucified with Christ; nevertheless, J live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me! and the life which I now live in the 
flesh I live by the faith of the son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me!” It is no gamble when Christ 
lives within you, but it is something sure and certain. 
Paul said again, “To live is Christ; to die, gain.” There’s 
nothing to lose, everything to gain by being a true, blood- 
bought child of God, sanctified and filled with the won- 
derful Person of the Holy Ghost! 

Notice two of the more prominent gamblers of the Bi- 
ble and the consequence of their lives, and of the influ- 
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ence upon our lives as well. The first gambler in the Bi- 
ble was none other than the mother of all living, who had 
received from her Creator the emphatic statement that 
they should not eat of the tree of the knowledge of good 
and evil. When the serpent presented her with the temp- 
tation to gamble, he neglected to remind her of the pen- 
alty of DEATH, for God said that they would surely die! 
When Eve accepted this challenge, she gambled and lost 
all of the beauty of the garden of Eden with its luxuries, 
in addition to bringing the consequence of SIN AND 
DEATH to all the world. Romans 5:12, “Wherefore, as 
by one man sin entered into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed upon all men, for that all have 
sinned.” 

The second gambler for our observation is the hypo- 
critical traitor who gambled the love of the Son of God 
and his own personal apostleship for thirty pieces of sil- 
ver. He not only lost his silver, but HIS LIFE AND HIS 
SOUL! Here is a man who had the wonderful opportunity 
of walking side by side with the Son of God as one of 
His apostles, observing the many irrefutable miracles of 
healing, listening to the eternal words of life that fell so 
simply from His compassionate lips, yet allowed himself 
to be tricked by the devil into a gamble that cost him 
ALL! 

Financiers have built for themselves kingdoms of pow- 
er and wealth by a series of well-calculated gambles, with 
a ruthless disregard for the trail of heartbroken paupers 
he left behind him, only to have his kingdom completely 
obliterated with one stroke of ill luck by the hand of fate. 
He follows the example of Judas, his brother in the lust 
of mammon, down the path of suicide, only to find that 
this is the most tragic gamble of his entire life and that 
payment must be exacted throughout ETERNITY! From 
the expulsion of man from the Garden of Eden, man has 
been substituting the love of wealth, power, pleasure, and 
of the world for the love of God and submissive obedi- 
ence to His Son, Jesus Christ of Nazareth, who came as 
the promised Messiah to His own and as many as re- 
ceived Him! 

Remember the text, “For what is a man profited, if he 
shall gain the whole world, and lose his own soul? or 
what shall a man give in exchange for his soul?” As you 
read this simple message today, are you saying, “Well, I’ll 
take a chance on it. Maybe I don’t need salvation. Per- 
haps the Bible is wrong about holiness. Maybe what I 
do is wrong and maybe it isn’t. I’ll take a chance”? But 
what if you’re wrong, as you unquestionably are when 
you go contrary to God’s Word, and your “chance” fails 
to pay off in the way you thought it would? You will 
have all eternity to regret the greatest gamble you have 
ever made WHILE PAYING FULL PAYMENT FOR YOUR 
MISTAKE! The Word of God declares, “For the wages of 
sin is death; but the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.”

From the natural viewpoint, the young man lay dying, 
but God revealed to this preacher that as soon ashe 
should lay hands on the boy, the place would be ‘filled 
with the Holy Ghost, the bed should be shaken, and ‘the 
boy thrown out of bed by the power of the Spirit of God, 
after which he would dress himself and be strong and 
well. Just as the preacher said, when he laid his hands on 
the youth, the power of God fell and filled the’ place, the 
preacher felt helpless and fell flat on the floor, and knew 
nothing for a time. When he did return to consciousness, 
the boy was dressed and walking over the floor, crying, 
“God has healed me.” As the result, the whole family was 
saved. It is the power of the risen Christ that we need:

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Shouts and praises are still echoing 
in the hearts and minds of the people 
in the Kincaid Church of God. On De- 
cember 13, the new church for which 
everyone had been working and pray- 
ing so hard was dedicated.

throughout the State gathered here to 
help Kincaid celebrate this happy oc- 
casion. On June 2, 1953, the big bull- 
dozer came to dig our basement and 
work began on the building. Six 
months and eleven days later 
blessed us with a lovely new church. 
The new church is located one block 
from the business district and one 
block from Highway 104, making the 
church visible from three directions. 
The structure is of concrete block and 
covered with masonry paint. It is 36 
by 60 feet. The windows are cathedral 
glass, with the colors of green, amber, 
and white blended. The front of the 
church has a 12-by-17-foot vestibule 
with entrances to the auditorium and 
basement. The front has a large land- 
ing with ornamental iron railings. 
The interior is finished in light 
green; the ceiling is acoustic tile. The 
front of the auditorium has an offset 
choir. The background of the choir 
has my ine from the floor to four 
feet in height and plaster, with a light 
green finish, on to the ceiling. The 
jn has a raise of eighteen inches 
and the choir has an elevation of 
twenty-four inches. The pulpit and 
choir are separated by a fence cov- 
ered with heavy, dark-green material. 
In the back of the choir is the bap- 
tistery. A picture of the second com- 
ing of the Lord will soon be drawn. 
On each side of the baptistery is a 
choir ventilator, in which are beauti- 
ful light-oak crosses: The factory- 
made pews and pulpit stand are na- 
tural oak, which blend so beautifully 
with our blond spinet piano, the knot- 
ty pine, and the beautiful hardwood 
oors. On each side of the choir is a 
room. One on the right is the pastor’s

study; the other is a big hallway and 
library. 

The full basement includes seven 
Sunday School rooms, two rest rooms, 
a large furnace room, coal bin, and a 
modernly equipped Willing Workers’ 
kitchen. Our heating system was de- 
signed by an engineer. The furnace is 
a round oak with a 32-inch bowl. The 
cost of our heating system was $2,400. 
Our building furnished would be be- 
tween $25,000 and $30,000, but with the 
cooperation and work of these people, 
the actual cost was $18,000. Our 
church is respected in this community 
and God is blessing in every depart- 
ment. Even though this town is pre- 
dominantly Catholic, the Church of 
God is recognized. With the five Prot- 
estant churches, our church has the 
largest Sunday School, and for this 
we praise God. 

The church in Kincaid was started

in 1937, when a group of people from 
Logan, Illinois, came here and began 
cottage prayer meetings. Rev. Carl 
Richard came for a revival and God 
blessed the church. At the close of 
this revival, a pastor was sent to hold 
the little group together. Rev. J. L. 
Summers, who recently passed on to 
his reward, was the first pastor. He 
was forced to leave on account of ill 
health. 

Rev. Russel Berry led the group next. 
Under his ministry a lot was pur- 
chased. Rev. C. N. Steele came next, 
and while he was here the old building 
was built. The next pastor was Rev. 
Burtis Hughes, now deceased, who 
added the choir. Rev. Melvin Rebey 
came and did a very good work; also 
Rev. Olen Greathouse did a fine work.

TRENTON, N. J. (EP)—Time mag- 

azine carried the following report 
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March 22: 
“My love for the church of Jesus

when a defect becomes evident to me,” 
writes the Rev. Edward S. zener. Jr., of 
Trenton, N. J., in the current Christian 
Century. The defect about which 34- 
year-old Pastor Zelley complained is 
the average church’s lack of emphasis 
on healing. 

Last August the Reader’s Digest 
published an article co-authored by 
Methodist Zelley about the victim of a 
train wreck who, given almost no 
chance to live, rallied to eventual re- 
covery while his church congregation 
was praying for him. The flood of 
mail that resulted opened Zelley’s eyes 
to the fact that vast numbers of or- 
dina churchgoers were being de- 
prived of the “healing touc of 
Christ.” 


Roman Catholics and Ralecopelions 
on the one hand and small cults and 
sects on the other pay more attention 
to healing, says Zelley, than the so- 
called “major denominations”—Bap- 
tists, Methodists, Presbyterians, Lu- 
therans, etc.” — 1Y a Methodist 
woman is taken with a severe case of 
neuritis. Her Roman Catholic friend 
will light a candle and make a novena 
for her healing. Her Christian Science 
friend will send her literature telling 
her how to remove the consciousness 
of pain. Her cultist friend will give 
her an ‘anointed cloth’ to be laid on 
the afflicted pert Perhaps after a 
while, her pastor . . . comes to visit. 
The conversation is light and encour- 
aging. Before he leaves, he offers a 
vague prayer for her healing. If she 
were to stand up at that moment and 
cry out, ‘I’m healed,’ he probably 
would collapse in a dead faint. 

o she attends a healing serv- 
ice in an out-of-town church, and in 
a quiet and undramatic way receives 


her health back. Whether her ailment 
was purely physical or psychosomatic, 
the pain was real—and she was 
healed! What right do we, of the Prot- 
estant Church, have, by our short- 
sightedness or our blind spots, to deny 
this woman and many others the em- 
bracing love of the healing Christ and 
the help of loving fellow Christians 
who 1 take time to pray for their 
healing?” 
Methodist Zelley’s prescription is for 
porters and laymen “to give some time 
group ay with specific aims. 
The size of the group is not as im- 
portent as the quality of its ideals. 
ere is no reason why every church 
could not investigate the possibility of 
holding regular ‘healing services’ .. . 
“Jesus told His disciples to go and 
‘preach the Word.’ In the same breath 
He said, ‘Heal the sick.’ Certainly He 
did not intend for all of us to study 
medicine and become physicians or 
5g ngewe but He did intend for us 
have enough faith to bring the 
healing presence and power of Christ 
a and worshipfully to those in 
need.” 


AUSTRALIAN HAILS REVIVAL 
IN AMERICA 

DALLAS, Texas (EP)—Few Ameri- 
cans are aware of the magnitude of 
the spiritual awakening now sweeping 
across the United States, the Rev. Len 
Jones, editor of an Australian reli- 
gious magazine, said here. Mr. Jones, 
who is visiting the United States to 
observe church groups at work, point- 
ed to these signs of America’s spirit- 
ual revival: 

(1) Increased church attendance. 

(2) More attention to mission work 
—both in this country and overseas. 

(3) A boom in church building. 

(4) Greater use of religious pro- 
grams on radio and television. 

Mr. Jones said the liberal financial 
contributions of Americans to their 
churches also had impressed him.

Dr. MacNeish of the Na- 
tional Museum of Canada is the leader 
of the third Tamaulipas archeological 
expedition. 

cavation of a cave in Infiernillo 

Canyon, about 90 miles from Victoria, 
has revealed six mummies ranging in 
age from 1,000 to 3,000 years, Dr. Mac- 
Neish reported. Of even more histori- 
cal importance was the finding, inside 
the cave, of 17 stratified layers, the 
archeologist said. Some of the layers 
contained preserved vegetables and 
the expedition uncovered more than 
100,000 specimens.
